LITCHFIELD, I1l., March 3.—Two 
young men were fatally injured, 20 
freight cars were blown in pieces from 
the track, 40 other cars were rned 
and the country in a radius of 30 or 40 
miles were shaken when a car of powder 
in the center of a moving Big Four train 
exploded at 1:30 o'clock this morning. 
The accigent occurred as the train was 
eeming down Nigger Bend Hill, three 
miles east of Litchfield: 

The explos'n@ was due to a hot box. 
There were 60 loade@ cars in the train, 
which was fast freight No. 70, west- 
bound. The hot box set off the powder in 
the car in the center of the train, and 
a car of dynamite, following, then blew 
up. 

The 2 cars were hurled in every di- 
rection and demolished. The other cars 
Were wrecked and flames soon swept 
through them. 

Two Men Blown Into the ak 

Lioyd Gaw of San Antonio, Tex., and 
Paul S. Dougherty of Paxton, Ill., were 
riding in a car near the explosive and 
were blown a great distance into the air. 
They were picked up unconscious and 
badly burned: and ‘bruised. —

The flames 
raged for several hours and traffic was 
suspended all morning.

ROME, March 3.—The municipality 
of Rome has endeavored to suppress 
the news of an outbreak of smallpox 
in the fear of frightening @way the 
spring tourist trade, which constitutes 
a large source of revenue to the@ap- 
ital.

You may have no- 
ticed some of them in your own neigh- 
borhood. 

Moving van and wagon owners are 
getting ready for a big spring’s busi. 
ness, and are getting an early start on 
it. Familles whose earnings hav: been 
affected by the f. s. (yes, that means 
financial. stringency, just as it did In 
‘96) are moving from the West End to 
the North End and the South Side, and 
some people who have their interests in 
such shape that hard times don’t hurt 
them are moving into the West End. 

But most of the moving is of the kind 
described by the poet who wrote: 

“Change for change sake 
Is like them hotels

Discontinued.

Following the wholesale dismissal 
of employes in every one of its 73 de- 
partments, the Missouri Pacific-Iron 
Mountain Railway system has indef- 
initely suspended all road improve- 
ments, only a small force of mechan- 
ics being retained to look after or- 


dinary repair work. 
About 500 persons are affected by 


the shake-up in the St. Louis general 
offices of this company, the average 
salary of each beirg estimated at $65 


a month. 
Old Time Employes Out. 

O. G. Jones, assistant paymaster of 
the company, who had been connect- 
ed with the Gould railroads about 35 
years; Horace G. Clark, former super- 
intendent of the Missouri Pacific and 
Iron Mountain; Mesers. Klein and Ed- 
gar of the legal department and two 
clerks wihio have acted as secretaries 
to General Manager Sullivan, are in- 
cluded in the list of dismissals. 

In the operating and mechanical di- 
vision of the system, about 3000 have 
been discharged. 

Orders to cut down the payroll are 
said to have cote direct from Pres- 
ident Gould in New York. In nearly 
every instance the employes were, dis- 
charged on one day’s notice. ; 

The notification to Messrs. Klein and 
Clark stated that, owing to the con- 
tinued business depression, the man- 
agement would require them to take 
vacations without pay for three months, 
but no assurance was held out that they 
would be re-employed at the expira- 
tion of that periad. 

Big Saving in Missouri. 

According to figures on file at the 
offices of the State Railroad Commis- 
sion, the Missouri Pacific-Iron Mountain 
payroll in Missouri amounted to $620,- 
000) a month, but the dismissals and sal- 
ary reductions now in effect will, it is 
sald, cut this down to $300,000 a month. 

Assistant General Manager McPherson 
refused to discuss the company’s re- 
trenchments, except to say that traffic 
conditions necessitated rigid economies 
in all depart vents. 

A number of empioyes retained in the 
clerical departments heard Tuesday that 
a further shake-up was contemplated 
before April, but this is denied by of- 
ficials of the corm pany. 

Many Other Lines Lay Off Men. 
‘The Cotton Belt and Wabash roads, 
in which the Goulds are the coatroiling 
factors. have laid off about 2000 men; 
the Missouri, Kansas & Texas Raiiway 
Co., 1000; St. Louls & San Francisco, 
1000: Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific, 
noo: Chicago & Alton, 500, and other 
lines an-aggregate of 300. 

In the 13 Southern and Western States 
rafiroad officials estimate that 150,000 
railroad men are idle. 

In every case the reduction of operat- 
ing forces is ascribed to traffic de- 
creases. Since Nov. 1 the gross earn- 
ings of all Western lines, as well as 
those in the East and South, have sauwn 
an average monthly decrease of 15 per 


cent. 

The new nine-hour telegraphers’ law, 
providing for three shifts of operators 
at all stations, is sald to have hastened 
the reductions in’ the shops. 


Must Hire Telegraphers. 

The roads operating out of St. Louis 
have not yet prepared their telegraph- 
ers’ schedule under the new law. When 
this ts done a number of stations will 
be closed, the officials say. 

The Missouri Pacific-Iron Mountain 
has 1100 operators and 1100 stations; the 
Fk 830 operators and 600 stations; 
the Wabash 800 operators and 600 sta- 
tions, and the Missouri, Kansas & Texas, 
600 operators and 300 stations.

NEW YORK, March 3.—Miss Cornelia 
Harriman, second daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. E. H. Harriman, was married at 
noon today to Robert Livingston Gerry, 
son of Commodore and Mrs. Elbridge 
T. Gerry of New York. The ceremony 
was at Grace Episcopal Church and the 
wedding was one of the most brilliant of 
the many notable ones which have 
marked the New Ygrk social season, 

The beautiful old church. whose grace- 
ful spires and quaint lawn make a pic- 
turesque break in the crowded shopping 
and business district of.

Essentially American. 

The union of. these two prominent 
families is given peculiar interest by the 
fact that it is essentially an American 
marriage, there having been no foreign 
intermarriages in either family for more 
than a hundred years.

After being sent on 
a special mission to France in 1789, he 
was chosen Governor of Massachusetts 
anc in 1812 was elected Vice-President 
of the United States.

The City Inspector will be called and 
the meter looked over.

The city or the inspector 
gets the money. 

Present Laws 20 Years Old. 

The present East St. Louis code was 
compiled 20 years ago and the city has 
outgrown its laws. Many of the modern 
implements of business and amusement 
are not covered by ordinance reguli- 
tions. 

The new laws attack billboards and 
provide a penalty for the posting of 
medical advertisements, or theatrical or 
other posters bordering. on obscenity. 

The ordinance faiis to provide a critic 
or official inspector whose duty it will 
be to decide between artistic and sug- 
gestive posters. Circuses_ must pay $100 
per day license fee, except the 10-cent 
variety, which will be allowed to 
stretch their tents for $15 per day.

‘‘When George began to struggle, * said 
Mrs. Shippy, “I was unable to lift the 
revolver from the anarchist’s pocket. | 
said ‘yes, there is a revolver there,’ and 
the man cried, ‘I have nothing! I have 
nothing!’ 

“By this time they were scuffling 
about and had moved a few feet further 
hack in the hall. I was being thrown 
around like a straw when I hypeard 
George say, ‘I’m stabbed.’ I think I did 
cry out then, but aimost at that in- 
stant Harry came running down the 
stairs and sprang directly at the man, 
Then Harry shouted and I knew he had 
been hurt, but he did not fall or move 
back from the man, who was under 
the stairway and whom I could hardly 
see, 

Husband Shouted Warning. 


“IT started toward him, but had hardly 
moved when my husband _ shouted: 
‘Look out; I’m going to shoot!’ I was 
right along side him, and as he spoke 
he swept his arm against me, throwing 
me four or five feet into the parlor. I 
was overbalanced and dazed for a few 
moments. I did not hear any more 
shots and turned to go back into the 
hallway. 

“Then I saw Harry walking toward 
the kitchen. ‘I think I’m shot,’ he 
said faintly, and I threw my arms 
about him. 

“He walked into the dining room and 
I tried to steady him. I could hear my 
husband's voice giving orders to some 
one and I knew from his tones that 
the danger was past and that he was 
not injured. 

“I am very thankful,” she said, with 
a sigh and a glance at her husband, 
“that there is no greater cloud today 
over our home-than there is. When I 
think how grief-stricken we might be if 
it were not for my brave son, it seems 
to me that I can never be grateful 
enough. I know Harry will recover, 
because he is a big, strong boy. 

Saye She Wasn't Afraid. 

*“‘No,”’’ she went on, in answer to a 
question, ‘‘I wasn’t afraid to search the 
man, I knew how it ought to be done, 
and I don’t believe I really thought 
about it at all. I just did it—you know 
how it is. 

“I did not think of being frightened, 
even when I looked up and saw Harry 
coming downstairs. He was in his pa- 
jamas and his shirt was open. That 
Was really fortunate, because the shot 
was fired into his bare skin and so 
there was no cloth carried into the 
wound. 

“When George said, ‘Harry is shot,’ 
I saw him fall. The boy’s face was 
gray and his shirt was bloody. 

“Foley (the coachman) rushed in and 
he was also shot in the hand. Then

Steel and Concrete Approach 
to Structure Withstands 
Mysterious Attack. 








The attempt to blow up the Fyler 
avenue viaduct over the Frisco tracks 
near the city limits early Tuesday is 
still a mystery to the contractors and 
to the police. Two sticks of dynamite 
were placed under the west end of the 
structure but the steel and concrete 
construction of the heavy approach 
prevented the bridge from being ‘ie- 
stroyed. 

At 2 o’clock Tuesday morning two 
explosions aroused the people of the 
Western part of the city in the vi- 
cinity of the Fyler avenue viaduct 
across the Frisco Railroad between 
the stations of Gratiot and Linden- 
wood and as far as Maplewood. 

Explosions Cause Alarm. 

The explosions were about a 
ute apart and shook houses within a 
radius of ‘two miles. In the subdivis- 
ions of the city known as Gratiot and 
Greenwood, which will be connected 
by the viaduct over the tracks, the 
concussion was particularly felt. Ev- 
eryone was awakened and many 
thought that the gas tank in the vi- 
cinity had exploded, and when they 
saw no flame, went peacefully back to 


min- 


bed. 

In the morning it was discovered that 
the west end of the viaduct that is to 
connect the subdivisions of Gratiot and 
Greenwoou had veen dynamited. 

The viaduct is not yet finished, It is 
of cantilever construction, about 200 feet 
long. The Frisco tracks run beneath 
the eastern abutment, about 10) feet 
from where the explosion occurred,

Viaduct Bill Had Opposition. 
The viaduct was fought through the 
Municipal Assembly mainly by the rest- 
dents of Greenwood, who wanted an 
outlet to the eastern part of the city 
across the Frisco tracks and the River 
des Peres. They were backed by the 
people in the county who wanted to 
cross through the mud that filled the 
bottoms of the river in wet weather. 
Particularly the people of Greenwood 
wanted a roadway for their children 
to the Longfellow School on the Gratiot 
side of the tracks. 

The Frisco was in favor of the via- 
duct, but said that if it was built they 
would have to close Scanlon avenue to 
the north. At Scanlon avenue J, 
Bendick has a grocery store, a saloon 
and a coal and building material yard. 
He opposed. the building of the viaduct 
if it was .the purpose to close up his 
only thoroughfare. When the ordinance 
to build the viaduct was passed he 
made the best of it. 

“T have no idea who could have 
placed the dynamite on the viaduct,’’ 
said Mr. Bendick to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter. ‘Il had not heard that any 
—e had been discharged from the via- 
duct, 

“TIT do not know 
either side of the viaduct felt ani- 
mosity enough to blow it up. About 
a week ago somebody cut the guy 
ropes while the night watchman was 
there. They held him tin fis shack 
while the ropes were cut and when he 
vrent for help they ran away. 

Thought Safe Was Blown. 

“T heard the explosions last night. 
The first awoke me, and the second 
which followed soon after sounded 
muffled although it shook the earth. 
I thought at first that the safe in my 
store across the street had been blown 
although it was not locked when I 
left it. I looked across the street at 
the store and when I saw no light or 
flame I concluded that the gas in the 
stove had puffed as it sometimes does. 

“Then I saw Policeman Ryan run 
to the telephone on the pole across 
the street and heard him say some- 
thing \about the viaduct.”

Norodny in Franklin Role.

ments, that of Gen. Ivan Norodny, who 
is at the Holland House. He said last 
night: 

“T have been assigned to do work sim- 
ilar to that which: your Benjamin Frank- 
lin had to do in Europe during your war 
ef independence. It is one of my mis- 
sions to discredit the Russian financial 
eystem and make it impossible for the 
present government of Russia to borrow 
money here on its bonds. 

Will Appeal to Force in Time. 

‘The movement which I represent here 
has the support of a great majority of 
he Russian people. At the right mo- 
ment to strike we will appeal to phys- 
jeal force. 

“By 1915 the Republic of Russia will 
be a fact. Our organization has author- 
ized a bond issue of $5,000,000. We have 
sold five or six hundred of those $1000 
bonds in London, Berlin, here and in 
other cities.”’

THE DUCK SEASON. 


HE spring duck season has opened ¢autiously, with the ducks flying at 
T night. Wading boots are a heel off, and duck calls are insistent. Bot- 
tled booze in prohibition counties is carried in the sleeve of the left 
boot. Decoys are key-wound, and dive every minute. Blinds are made with a 
free marine exposure, a good March draft, and cold water floors. Lunches are 
hard-boiled, and eaten with the shell. Hunting licenses. must be carried in the 
different suburban dialects. Farmers are revolving around their home lakes 
40 times a minute, accompanied by the Sheriff, a Justice of the Peace and a 
packed jury.

Ducks are plentiful.’ There was one all last week up at Buck Lake, on the 
Illinois River; but the lake is big, and there were not enough hunters out to 
surround him.

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improper nourishment. King’s Lake was seined Sunday; unfortunately, the 
hell-diver got in a sink-hole, but the club members are enthusiastic, for they 
are reasonably sure of getting him next Sunday with a dredge. 
Hunt, and the world hunts with you— 
Follow your dry pursuits, 
And your friend comes home with twenty ducks, 
And sends you seven coots. 

Ducks are not very hard to get. It is only necessary to keep going. The 
first few weeks they fly high, and nobody gets any; but a few shot reach them 
all the time, and a little later on they will carry so much ballast that they will 
fly low. This is the time to get ducks. About the third week of the season the 
specific gravity of a duck js about 16 to 1. None of them flies trim any more. 
Either they have more shot on one gide than the other, or more forward than 
aft, and the appearance of a flock is at once very grotesque and encouraging. 
They come over quite low. You pour some more shot into them, and destroy 
their buoyancy. When a duck’s buoyancy is finally destroyed, it falls heavily 
about 300 yards up the lake, and the fellow hunting up there gets it,

In a quarrel about a chip basket, 
worth 2% cents, Salvatore Bomerretto, 50 
years old, of 1214 North Elfghth street, 
was shot and probably mortally wound- 
ed by Sam Ventiglia. 27 years old, of 
W218 North Eighth street, Tuesday. 

The bullet passed through the kitchen 
door of the Bomerretto home and lodged 
in the small of Bomerretto'’s back as he 
was bracing himself against the door to 
prevent Ventiglia from forcing it open. 

Flees From Kevolver. 

Bomerretto ran into the house when 
Ventigiia rushed into the yard with a 
drawn revolver. 

After V@tiglia had escaped, still car- 
ryving his revolver, his wife said that 
when she accused Bomerretto of steal 


ing a basket from her porch, Bomerretto 


kicked her in the stomach and that this 
was Ventigiia’s reason. for shooting 
Bomerretto. 

Neighbors said that they 
quarrel! about the basket but 
see Bomerretto attack Mrs. Ventiglia. 
Just before the shooting, they told the 
police, Ventigiia rushed into Bomerret- 
to’s yard crying: 

“You stole my basket.”’ 

Bomeretto’s wife and three small chil- 
dren were in the kitchen when_he fled 
from Ventigiia. They ran into the front 
of the house and cowered there while 
Ventiglia> battered at the door. They 
heard the shot and when they were 
sure Ventiglia was gone they ventured 
into the kitchen and found Bomeret- 
to unconscious on the floor. 

Police Get Late Notice. 

The police were not notified 
shooting until an hour aftem it 
curred. 

Bomeretto was sent direct to the City 
Hospital, where it was found that the 
bullet had entered his back, near the 
left side of the spine, and had lodged 
in the abdomen. 

Ventigiia is the proprietor of a fruit 
store and Bomeretto works for the 
United Railways Co. When not stead- 
ily employed, he peddiea fruit. Neigh- 
bors say that Ventiglia has on several 
previous occasions accused Bomeretto 
of stealing baskets from his back porch.

Simms drew his revolver and fired 
point blank at the robber, who wheeled 
and returned the fire, the bullet en- 


tering Simms’ right arm. 

The robber staggered and fell from 
the platform but got up ‘at once and 
ran. The motorman says that a second 
man, also masked, was with him. 

B. S. Durfee, proprietor of a rooming 
house near the scene of the robbery, 
thinks that the tall robber who forced 
Brooks to stop the car rented a room 
at his house at 9 m. He said that 
he wanted it only for the night. He did 
not return.
